toms, is today in receipt of a com- 
munication from the secretary of the 
treasury authorizing him to act as the 
special disbursing agent of the fund ap- 
propriated by Congress for the remodrl- 
ing of the old custom house in Boston, 
This fund, which amounts to $1,500,000, 
ia deposited in the Boston sub-treasury, 
through which department all bills re- 
ceived by Mr, Curtis will be paid. 

Work on the foundations for the new 
custom house tower has been started. 
At the present time a gang of 36 men 
are tusily engaged removing the last 
blocks of the great granite dome that 
has stood for a century. 

The work is by no means an easy 
task. It required the placing of a hiige 
derrick on the roof of the building, and 
one by one the great granite blocks, 
weighing approximately 900 to 1000 
pounds apiece, had to be lowered with 
great care to the ground, It

They charge that Japan's action is a

MIR, EDISON TESTING. 
FLECTRIC. STORAGE 
BATTERY FOR AUTOS 


WEST ORANGE, N. J.—Two electric 
xutomobiles are being tried oyt from the 
Edison laboratory here to teat the tour- 
ing radius of the storage battery. Mr. 
Edison’s claim is not that the storage 
battery will accomplish more jin speed or 
in power than the gasoline engine, but 
that it is more reliable and ‘economical. 

“These testa are for the sake of the 
family man who wants to take his folks 
out into the eonntry for the dav,” said 
Mr. Edison. “They will show that a 
man can take his wife out into the 
country and have no fear about getting 
back, 

“On such roads as those between here 
and Philadelphia a set of batteries ouglit 
to be good for 150 miles without re- 
charging. On hilly roads the machines 
ought to run about 125 miles. I feel 
contident that there is a great future for 
the storage battery in the automobile 
business, for there is much leas wear on 
the tires and on the whole machine 
than with gasoline engines.” 

Each car carries two #assengera and 
cach bas an itinerary of approximately 
miles. One machine has done 153 
miles in a private test without recharg- 
ing the batteries. The average speed is 
a trifle over 13 miles an hour.

Expected growth of gross this fiscal 
year, as well as recent increases in pas- 
senger fares, upon which the road de- 
pends for some 34 per cent of its total 
annual revenue, may be counted upon 
partially to offset these large increases 
in its payrolls, But it is nevertheless 
apparent that the Boston & Maine has 
some exceedingly strong arguments for 
secking more remunerative freight rates.

One must consider the shape of the 
face. See whether the chin is in the 
class known as “square” or angular. If 
this is the case, the arrangement of the 
front hair will mitigate the harshness of 
line. Whether a pompadour is worn or 
the hair parted in the center, it will be 
wise to keep it flat on top. Allow it 
to stand out on each side, but do not 
give it the liberty of a “flare.” The 
hair-dresser can follow this arrangement 
in giving a freer and softer coiffure in 
proportion as the face is long and thin. 
Exaggerated looseness emphasizes hollow 
cheeks; just the same way they are made 
too prominent with too severe a treat- 
ment. 

If the chin is tapering and the cheek 
botes seem by comparison unduly broad, 
then this defect must be corrected in the 
dressing of the hair. A low, flaring pom- 
padour: or broadly waving coiffure will 
by contrast, appear to diminish the 
breadth of the upper part of the face and 
narrowing this space has the effect of 
lessening the sharp point of the chin, 
which consequently to the eye becomes 
more blunt and round. Round 
are best treated by a low pompadour. 
When studving the shape of the face one 
should notice how the head is set on the 
shoulders. 

If-the neck is short and the distance 
from the shoulder to crown short, length 
can be gained by dressing the hair quite 
high. If the neck is long and thin, its 
awkwardness will to a certain ex- 
tent obviated by dressing the hair mo- 
derately low and by accentuating a hori- 
vontal line in the disposition of the hair, 
both in the front and at the sides, It 
is advisable to brush the hair at the side 
of the head horizontally, in any case, as 
it seems to keep the features in better 
relation to each other.

American Hide & Leather’s fiscal year 
whigh terminated on June 30 afforded 
a very marked contrast with the previous 
year, Although final inventories will 
not be completed for several weeks to 
come, enough is already known to war- 
rant the statement that the 12 months’ 
opprations have shown a loss after the 
approximately 900,000 of fixed charges 
aml sinking fund appropriations. This 
is the second time in its history that 
the company has concluded a year with 
a deficit after fixed charges and coming 
as this showing does on top of @ record 
year in 1900 with earnings of 11 per 
cent for the 813,000,000 preferred, the 
contrast is especially noticeable, 

The course of American Hide & Leather 
earnings during the past two years, how- 
ever, is merely typical of what has been 
going on in upper leather circles and Is 
a very fair index of the earning posi- 
tion of the yreat majority of tanners 
of upper leather.

packers and other sellers of hides and 
akina nor could they persuade the shoe 
manufacturers to enter the market at 
the high level of loather quotations,

your just ended American IIide & 
Lauthor operated at 00 per cent of capac: 
ity or better, In fact, for three or four 
months last saummor and fall production 
wae running at the record figures of €20,. 
000,000 gross per annum, Hut the lack 
of buying power and the stubborn re- 
slatance of the hide markets to lower 
prices caused ateady curtailment, so that 
today it is doubtful if the big company 
or the majority of ite competitors are 
operating at better than 60 per cent

WOOL MARKET NOW EMERGING 
FROM LONG PERIOD OF CAUTION 


Growing Tendency Toward a Broader Movement Is No- 
ticed, Attributable to the Strong Tone of the Current 
London Auctions and an Improved Goods Outlook. 


The strength of the wool trade having 
just been reaffirmed in the world center 
of the textile industry by the course of 
prices at the current London sales, there 
is a growing disposition in this market 
to emerge from the extreme degree of 
caution that has been observed for a long 
period, and to operate a little more 
freely in domestic wools. 

This broadening tendency is helped by 
realization of the prospect that consum- 
ers are going to need new supplies of the 
finished product in considerable quantity 
before long, because of the degree of ab- 
stention from buying which has charac- 
terized the market thus far this year. 
Lower prices for raw material are also 
a factor of considerable importance, es- 
pecially in view of the more general 
impression now prevailing that the low 
point for the season has been touched.

EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Wednesday, July 20, 1910. 


THE most important political document 
which has been signed in Europe for many 
years is that to which the representatives of 
the governments of the Czar and the 
Mikado have just placed their signatures. 
Its importance lies in the fact that it is not 
merely that the two governments have come 
to terms with respect to the difficult prob- 
lems which faced them in the far east, it is 
that the acceptance of those terms will enable 
Russia once more to exert her influence in the politics of Europe. 
Ever since the outbreak of the Russo-Japanese war, the hands of 
Russia in Europe have been practically tied. Even when the peace 
between the two nations was signed, it left political issues of so 
difficult and dangerous a description unsettled that Russia was 
compelled, to a very large extent, to keep her attention concentrated 
on her eastern frontier, and so to displace the balance which she 
had previously thrown into the scale of politics in Europe. 

It is, perhaps, not too much to say that, had it not been for 
the differences between Russia and Japan in Manchuria, the 
negotiations with regard to the absorption of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina by the Austro-Hungarian empire would have taken a 
different turn; andthis is manifestly the opinion of the Neue 
Freie Presse, which declares that the true significance of the new 
agreement lies in the fact that “the cabinet of St. Petersburg hopes 
to be able to turn its attention to European affairs with greater 
prominence in the future.”

The immediate 
result of the agreement will probably be the annexation of Korea 
by Japan and the Withdrawal of the large Russian army, which 
has been kept in Manchuria, since the war, to a more central spot 
within striking distance of the western frontier, This will mean, 
of course, a considerable accession of force to the triple entente, 
with the result that the peace of Europe, as well as that of the far 
east, will be more completely assured, After the war between 
Prussia and ‘Austria Prince Bismarck declared that the relations 
between the two powers would either be much better or much more 
critical in the future. The same conditions have prevailed in the 
far cast since the conclusion of peace between Russia and Japan; 
and just as the relations between Prussia and Austria eventually 
worked out into a condition of far greater harmony, so the relations 
between Russia and Japan seem to be on the way to working out 
also to a condition of greater harmony, 

The powers to whom the new agreement will, perhaps, be less 
welcome are those which compose the triple alliance and the United 
States, whose interest in the Philippine islands and the open door 
in China and Manchuria has been discussed at length in these 
columns. As a matter of fact, so long as the triple alliance harbors 
no aggressive intentions, there is no reason whatever why the new 
agreement should cause any misgivings in either Berlin, Vienna 
or Rome. 

It is true that the action of Count Aehrenthal, during the crisis 
in the near east, at the time of the annexation of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, was not calculated to improve the relations between 
Vienna and St. Petersburg. That, however, is very far from saying 
that the new-found freedom of the Russian forces in Manchuria 
will be exerted toward paying off the scores incurred at that period. 
Monsieur Izvolsky has, undoubtedly, immensely strengthened the 
position of Russia through the ability with which he has brought 
about the present understanding, but that the reassertion by Russia of 
her position in Europe will lead to anything but the strengthening 
of the prospects of peace in Europe, there is no reason to fear.

As a matter of fact, while 
General Wood has achieved great and well-merited distinction as 
an administrator, he has never been a reformer in the common 
acceptance of that term. Wherever he has been called upon to play 
a part, he has taken the material at hand and put it to the best 
possible use. He has overturned nothing that could be employed 
for a good purpose. He has everywhere pursued a constructive 
policy. 

It may be taken for granted that as chief of staff he will favor 
no sweeping changes. In the matter of physical tests, a tencler 
subject in the army, his efforts probably will be directed more 
earnestly toward adjusting the regulations to the peculiar needs 
of different officers in the service, than toward the forcing upon 
all of an inflexible set of rules, And it will be found that the 
results sought to be obtained by a cast-iron system will be achieved 
more frequently and more fully by a course which permits reasonable 
freedom of action. 

General Wood is a strong man, but he is not unyielding in 
the presence of circumstances which affect the situation, His success 
in all of his administrative undertakings so far has been due in 
large measure to his ability to recognize the different shades of 
human character and to adjust his course to the exigencies to which 
these differences give rise. It is by no means too much to expect 
that he will improve the service in every respect; but unless his 
methods shall be radically changed, the improvement will be brought 
about quietly and very likely without disturbing the military 
establishment in the least.

there is no reason whatever why it should not be settled without 
yivolving us in a little tariff war with Germany. 

The enforcement of an export tax by Germany on potash taken 
from German mines would mean, simply, that the amount of the 
tax so paid would be added to the price; and as in this case the 
vendees are Americans, it is not unreasonable to suppose that this 
works a discrimination against them. “Discriminatory action” 
should not be given too wide a definition, but in this case it seems 
as though our government would be justified in acting under the 
clause of the Payne-Aldrich bill. It would be much better if steps 
such as these could be prevented, and if the constant possibility of 
wrangling over tariff questions might be obviated. But having 
elected to make all foreigners neutrals at best instead of friends. 
by our system of a high protective tariff, we must continue to 
accept its burdens until even we grow tired of it. 

The advocates of a very high protective tariff must always 
have on their hands one awkward objection, namely, that they ean 
hardly expect on the part of foreign powers any particular 
enthusiasm in building up home industries or swelling revenues 
other than their own. Yet when this lack of enthusiasm is formally 
shown in acts of a foreign government, we show an Ingenuous 
indignation, as though for some reason or other we were permitted 
to use certain tactics that must be forbidden to others.

That Mr. Foulke | Demands 


is entirely competent to do this will be | 
admitted alike by those who agree with him ‘of Insurgency | 
and those who differ from him in politics. 
His article should prove informing to great 
numbers of people who know insurgency 
only as a name. For the most part these people are not blamable 
because they have not known its meaning, since many who style 
themselves insurgents differ widely as to the fundamentals and 
purposes of the insurgent movement. From Mr. Foulkes viewpoint 
insurgency asks whether the common welfare shall be the supreme 
care of the state, or whether it shall be subordinated to certain 
special interests of a privileged few. And shall these interests be 
controlled and regulated by the government, or shall they control 
and regulate the government? 

The claim of insurgency is that a disproportionate number of 
the representatives of these special interests are in Congress, and 
that they are to be found not in the Republican party alone but in 
both parties. In the matter of the trusts these representatives have 
prevented or postponed enactments greatly needed for the supervision 
of monopolies; in regard to the tariff they have secured schedules 
tor the further aggrandizement of oppressive combinations by 
imposing unnecessary burdens upoh the great body of the totlers 
and other consumers of the country; in the matter of conservation 
they have in past years secured the most important part of our 
public domain and of our natural: resources, and more recently they 
have barely failed to acquire the remainder. 

Now, the demand of insurgency is that all this shall he changed, 
and the mission of insurgency is to change it. Laws shall be enacted 
and enforced for the regulation of monopolies, as the railroads are 
now regulated; that is, prices of necessaries shall be regulated as 
are railroad rates. The demand with relation to the tariff ts 
substantially that a tariff commission shall be established. With 
regard to natural resources the demand is that, in addition to the 
preservation and development of our forests, all mining and water 
rights and privileges shall be leased for limited terms only, upon 
reasonable rentals and royalties, and not granted in perpetuity to 
private individuals and corporations, 

To all this the average right-thinking citizen, whether Repub- 
lican or Democrat, will subseribe, As a matter of fact, wherever 
they have had opportunity of doing so lately, the platforms of the 
“regulars” in both parties have embodied practically all that Ar, 
Foulke declares insurgency stands for, Dut the main question ts: 
Are they sincere in these platform declarations?: If they are, there 
will not be great need in the future for an insurgent movement; 
if they are not sincere, there will be great need for it. In any
